City Council OKs $8 Million Redevelopment Project

POMONA — A redevelop­ 
ment proposal for an $8 mil­ 
lion business-financial center 
in downtown Pomona was en­ 
dorsed Monday by the com­ 
munity redevelopment 
coi: - 
mission and approved in con­ 
cept by the City Council. 


The project involves the ac­ 
quisiti«! by the community 
redevelopment agency of two 
prime downtown blocks with 
an estimated value of more 
than $1 million and sale of 
the property to the developer 
ior $1 “for each conveyance. ’ 
The five members of the 
council also sit as the govern­ 
ing board of the agency. 
Although a proposed agree­ 
ment on the project generally 


met 
with 
enthusiastic 
res­ 
ponse during the council’s af­ 
ternoon discussion session, it 
came under fire at the regu­ 
lar evening meeting. 


The 
council 
unanimously 
voted to approve the agree­ 
ment “ in concept” and asked 
City Atty. Robert C. Gustave- 
son to prepare a final draft 
for action next week. 
Shortly after the vote was 
taken, the proposal came un­ 
der heavy questioning by two 
residents who strongly 
dis­ 
agreed 
with 
the contention 
that taxpayers’ money would 
not be involved. 
The proposed agreement is 
between the city, the agency 
and the developer, 
the Po­ 
mona Development Co. which 
includes as principals 
Kurt 


M e y e r , 
architect-planner; 
Richard Abblitt, vice pres­ 
ident and regional manager of 
the Pomona office of Great 
Western 
Savings 
and 
Loan 
Association; 
Herbert Young, 
realtor; Jack Booth of Booth 
Bros. 
Investment 
Co.; 
and 
Clyde Casner of Casner Con­ 
struction Co. 
Although the agreement is 
a complicated one providing 
for numerous 
ifs, 
ands or 
huts, among its main provi­ 
sions is the acquisition by the 
agency of the old city hall 
site and a second block to the 
e a s t 
bounded 
by 
Garey 
Avenue, 
Mission 
Boulevard 
and Thomas and 4th streets. 
Both blocks would be com­ 
bined under one development. 


The city hall site last year 


was appraised at $477,750 and 
under the agreement could be 
sold to the developer by the 
agency for $1. 
The old post office takes up 
one-half of the eastern block. 
The other one-half includes 
four 
parcels 
appraised 
at 
$152,600 and 
thp corner 
at 
Garey and Mission the agency 
purchased for $112,500. 


Also under the agreement, 
the agency could acquire the 
eastern block or a portion of 
it and sell it to the developer 
for $1. There is an outstand­ 
ing trust deed in the amount 
of $90,000 on the corner prop­ 
erty. 
One of the parcels in the 
eastern block is a Vehicle 
Parking District 1 parking lot 
to which the city has title. 


This property could be sold to 
the developer by 
providing 
substitute parking or by de­ 
claring the lot surplus. 
Although the agency does 
not have the power of emi­ 
nent domain to acquire the 
post office site, owned by the 
G e n e r a l 
Service Admin­ 
istration, under the agreement 
every effort would be made to 
have purchase arrangements 
made by March 1, 1972. 
If such arrangements were 
not made by then, the devel­ 
oper could choose to leave 
this property out of the pro­ 
ject. 
Assuming the project en­ 
counters favorable conditions 
ahead, in return for acquiring 
the two blocks for token fees, 
the developer would be obli­ 


gated 
to 
certain 
commit­ 
ments. 
One of the major obliga­ 
tions would be to put up a de­ 
velopment with a total value 
of $8 million in keeping with 
the redevelopment plan witin 
five years, or iy2 years if 
economic conditions warrant 
a time extension. 
The agreement does not re­ 
quire the customary posting 
of 
a 
faithful 
performance 
bond and in its stead, the 
agency would not sell $1 mil­ 
lion in redevelopments bonds 
for site acquisition until 
it 
was satisfied with the devel­ 
oper’s detailed plans and fi­ 
nancing. 
The developer also would 
have to find buyers for the 
bonds, agree to loan the agen- 


cy up to an additional $300,000 
if needed for site acquisition, 
and during the first phase, 
construct $3 million in accep­ 
table 
improvements 
within 
two years of the date of the 
agreement or six months af­ 
ter receiving title to the old 
city hall 
site and one-half 
block facing Garey. 
Additional conditions would 
have to be met by Pomona 
Development 
Co., 
including 
site clearance 
and to 
offer 
participation to any present 
site owners. Private property 
owners could have their prop­ 
erty acquired by the agency 
through negotiations or con­ 
demnation proceedings. 
“ I think we’ve got someth­ 
ing going .here and I 
think 
now’s the time to get 
mov­ 


ing,” Charles Stillinger, com­ 
mission chairman, said at the 
afternoon session. 
Councilmen asked questions 
on the agrément but also ex­ 
pressed enthusiasm over the 
project. 
Replying to a question on 
the substitution for the perfor­ 
mance bond, James Kostoff, 
attorney 
for 
the 
developer 
said: 
“Nobody’s going to want to 
be more sure of the financing 
and their loan commitments 
than 
the 
developer 
before 
anything happens, before they 
go ahead with any kind of a 
project.”

withholding all federal medi­ 
caid funds from any or every 
one of the 38 states,” Rich­ 
ardson said. 
Medicaid 
is 
the 
federal- 
state medical care program 
for the needy of all ages. 
Richardson said he referred 
to such standards as fire, sa­ 
nitation, safety and medical 
services that are substandard 
in 37 states and the District 
of Columbia. 
Richardson told the White 
House Conference on Aging 
that 
the 
deficiencies 
were 
found In a survey undertaken 
at President Nixon’s request 
and completed Nov. 15. He 


said the 38 states were being 
notified today of the survey 
results.

He was known to have lived 
most of the time at 839 S. 
Oaks St. here. Ontario police 
Monday night and early this 
morning went

dence in search of Dones but 
found no one.

checking with 
Dones’ 
rela­ 
tives in the area and checked 
out other addresses he was 
known to frequent since his 
parole from federal prison for 
credit card forgery. 
Dones’ wife, 
Carleen, 
18, 
told 
officers 
her 
husband 
stood arguing with her father 
on the doorstep of their home 
after 10:30 p.m., when he sud­ 
denly began firing. 
She said her father fled in­ 
side the house and was felled 
with two bullets by the stair­ 
well beside the front 
door.

said, 
Dones turned on Mrs. Jordal 
and shot her twice in the 


back despite the daughter’s 
attempt to shield her mother. 
Mrs. Dones, suffering pow­ 
der burns 
from 
the 
point- 
blank firing, ran to telephone 
police and the suspect threw 
his .38 caliber revolver to the 
floor then ran outside to his 
car. 
Police said Dones and his 
wi f e 
had separated last 
month and since then 
has 
threatened Mr. and Mrs. Jor­ 
dal, who took their daughter 
in after the couple split up. 
Dones’ 
wife 
began 
divorce 
proceedings last week. 


Three weeks ago Monday 
Dones was stopped by a Tor­ 
rance patrol car, whose offi­ 
cers noticed him cruising the 
street;« near the Jordal home. 
An inspection of the suspect’s 
car revealed two .22-caliber 
rifles stashed in the trunk. 
Dones was released following 
questioning 
and 
warned 
to 
avoid the area. 
Police described Dones is a 
Caucasian, 5 feet 8, 105-110 
pounds, with brown hair and 
brown eyes. He was known to 
have been driving a 1963 Lin­ 
coln Continental four-door se­ 
dan with several ham radio 
antennas protruding from its 
top. The car’s color is light 
blue, police said. 
Ontario police said they had 
contacted Dones’ roommate, 
Randy Carrol Humphrey, la­ 
ter this morning seeking in­ 
formation as to the suspects 
whereabouts.

Frozen Dinner Standard Set 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - T h e 
Senate refused today to order 
President Nixon to control in­ 
terest rates as long as he 
keeps controls on prices and 
wages. 
It rejected 70 to 19 a prop­ 
osal by Sen. Vance Hartke, 
D-lnd., 
mandating 
interest 
rate controls that would per­ 
mit rates to rise no more 
than prices are permitted to 
rise. 
Led by Sen. John G. Tower, 
R-Tex., opponents argued that 
a ceiling on interest 
rates 
tends to become a floor below 
which they do not go. He said 
interest rates have dropped 
substantially 
since 
Nixon 
started his new economic pro­ 
gram Aug. 15. 
But Hartke said the "mo­ 
ney lenders” were the only 
element in the economy sub­ 
ject to no restraints by Ni­ 
xon’s program. 


Earlier today the Senate de­ 
feated 
legislation 
aimed 
at 
forcing the breakup of corpo­ 
rate giants and an attempt to 
limit Nixon’s power to control 
the economy to June 30 in­ 
stead of the April 30, 1973, ex­ 
tension Nixon seeks.

Charles Mansort had three life 
terms 
added 
to 
his 
eight 
death sentences Monday, but 
his lawyer insisted the cult 
leader's only sin was making 
love to the teen-age girls. 


Manson reacted by scream­ 
ing insults, as he has in the 
past. 
“This is the third act of the 
c i r c u s . ’ ’ attorney Irving 
Kanarek declared. 
“Charlie is completely inno­ 
cent,” the portly, curlvhaired 
lawyer said. “The only thing 
wrong he did was to make 
love to underaged girls.” 
Manson. 37, appeared sur­ 
prised and grinned Monday 
when an eight-man, four-wo­ 
man Superior Court jury re­ 
turned the verdict of life im­ 
prisonment for the slayings of 
m o v i e 
stuntman 
Donald 
“Shorty” Shea, whose body 
never was found, and musi­ 
cian Gary Hinman. 
The jury sentenced Manson 
to three life terms—one for 
each slaying and one for a 
count of conspiracy to murder 
Hinman. The cult leader and 
three 
women 
followers 
al- 
r e a d y were sentenced to 
death for the seven Sharon 
Tate-Labianca 
killings, 
and 
Manson got an eighth death 
penalty 
for 
conspiracy 
to 
commit the slayings. 
The foreman In the Shea- 
Hinman trial, which started 
J u l y 
23, 
said 
the 
panel 
reached the verdicts on the 
first ballot after five hours. 20 
minutes of deliberation. Da­ 
niel Hunt said he considered 
Manson “a little bit insane.” 
Manson, whose physical ap­ 
pearance deteriorated stead­ 
ily during the two years since 
he was arrested for the Tate 
murders, was pale and gaunt 
when he padded barefoot into 
the courtroom to hear the fin­ 
al verdict in the second of his 
long murder trials. 
He chatted with a bailiff 
and appeared downcast until 
after the verdict. He greeted 
that with a smile, then rallied 
for his usual taunts to the 
jury 
and newsmen 
in 
the 
spectator section.

The governor at a bill-sig­ 
ning ceremony in his office 
insisted the state colleges wall 
still concentrate primarily on 
classroom instruction of stu­ 
dents and not turn to a re- 
Sv arc h-oriented svsttem. 
Dut in a separate room out­ 
side the ceremony, UC Presi- 
d e n t 
Charles 
Hitch 
com­ 
plained 
to 
reporters 
that 
“ ihere are too many places 


called 
universities. 
There's 
e n o u g h 
confusion 
right 
nowa” 
Hitch sat alone in a recep­ 
tion room 
awaiting an ap­ 
pointment 
with 
Reagan 
on 
another matter. The univers­ 
ity had long fought efforts in 
the 
legislature to call 
the 
state colleges the state uni­ 
versities. 
Reagan told reporters that 
the bill by Assemblyman E. 
Richard Barnes, R-San Diego, 
recognized 
in

many of the state colleges al­ 
ready 
are

forts. 


“This will not happen,” he 
told the ceremony attended 
by State Colleges Chancellor

R e a g a n said he didn’t 
“quite understand the 
Uni­ 
versity of California’s resis­ 
tance” to the name change. 
He said the law won’t alter 
“their function or responsibil­ 
ity as teaching institutions.” 
The governor, in response 
to a question, also denied ru­ 
mors that he signed the bill 
to punish the University of 
California, often a target of 
criticism by Reagan. 


“ I love the university,” he 
said. “I play no favorites.” 
Dumke said as far as he 
was concerned, half of the 19 
state college campuses were 
now entitled to be called state 
universities and that he hoped 
the first name changes would 
occur before the start of the 
next fall term. 
T h e 
trustees 
and 
the 
Coordinating 
Council 
for 
Higher Education must jointly 
draft the standards which col­ 
leges must meet before they 
can call themselves state uni­ 
versities. Reagan said 
pre­ 
viously he wants them all gi­ 
ven the new name as soon as 
possible.

pon while

children watched. 
“1 attacked her and 1 at­ 
tacked the other one. They in­ 
sulted me too much,” Rose 
Hardy, 
34, 
told 
newsmen 
when she turned herself in to 
the police later in the day. 
“ But, there are some very 
good teachers —don’t misun­ 
derstand me.” 
Both teachers, Shirley Ba- 
yerle, 35, and Joan Hoskey, 
39, were taken to San Fran­ 
cisco Emergency Hospital for 
treatment 
of 
multiple 
stab 
wounds. Miss Hoskey was in 
critical 
condition 
and 
Mrs. 
Bayerle in satisfactory con­ 
dition early today, although 
authorities said she migh lose 
her sight. 
Police said Mrs. Hardy, a 
black women, entered the Hil- 
lcrest School classroom and 
shouted “ I'm tii'ed of these 
white 
bitches.” 
Then 
she 
stabbed Miss Hoskey in the 
neck, chest, back and abdo­ 
men, police said. 
Mrs. Bayerle was teaching 
a class next door when she 
heard Miss Hoskey scream. 
She rushed in, sent the chil­ 
dren 
from 
the 
room, 
and 
grappled 
with 
the 
woman, 
who turned the weapon on 
her. She was stabbed in the 
left eye, face, neck and back.

Thai Killer 
0? Cotone! To 
Be Executed 


BANGKOK

Marshal Thanom Kittikachorn 
announced tonight he had or­ 
dered the execution by firing 
squad of a Thai accused of 
murdering a U.S. Air Force 
colonel—the 
first 
execution 
since Thanom seized full po­ 
wer in a Nov. 17 coup. 
In a nationwide broadcast, 
Thanom named a Thai with 
several aliases as the killer of 
Lt. Col. Harry M. Funk, of 
I.ockbourne, Ohio, whose bul- 
letriddled 
body 
was 
found 
Friday outside a bar near the 
big B52 base at Utanao. 
Thanom. who rules the na­ 
tion as chairman of the Na- 
t i o n a 1 Executive Council, 
identified the killer as Nai 
Thep. 
Thanom said that at 1 a.m. 
on Nov. 26 the accused tried 
to rob Funk and that when 
Funk resisted he was shot 
once in the chest and once in 
the abdomen. He said Funk 
also was shot in the back 
when he tried to flee. 
Thanom said a Thai woman 
accompanying Funk pleaded 
w i t h 
the 
robber 
not 
to 
shoot. 
He said the killer was ar­ 
rested near the scene of the 
crime and police found the 
murder weapon, a pistol. 
Thanom said the killing was 
witnessed by the woman ac­ 
companying 
Funk 
and 
two 
Thai men. 
Thanom described the ac­ 
cused as a “pimp” with a 
previous criminal record. 
“ He is a person who has 
never earned his living in a 
decent way,” said Thanom. 
Thanom said that the mur­ 
der was contrary to martial 
law imposed by the new gov­ 
ernment and that he personal­ 
ly had ordered the killer’s 
execution.

SACRAMENTO (U PI)-G ov. 
Ronald Reagan and legislative 
taxwriters have agreed on a 
46 million tax break for sen­ 
ior citizens as part of legis­ 
lations to establish state pay­ 
roll withholding for the first 
time. 
Republican and Democratic 
legislators, 
rushing 
toward 
adjournment, searched today 
for tax funds to finance the 
additional property tax relief 
for senior citiens. They were 
l e a n i n g toward business 
taxes. 
Negotiators from both sides 
Monday reached what they 
called “basic agreement” on 
senior citizens property tax 
relief as part of the $550 mil­ 
lion tax program but didn’t 
agree on how to pay for it. 
Reagan was 
reported by 
Chief Deputy Finance Direc­ 
tor Kenneth Hall to be agree­ 
able to increasing relief to the 
seniors, 
most 
of 
them 
on 
fixed incomes. 


As it passed the Senate last 
week, the bill, which estab­ 
lishes payroll withholding of 
the state income tax effective 
Jan. 1, contained $16 million 
in 
relief 
for senior citizen 
property taxpayers, starting 
next July. 
But the bill was rejected by 
the Assembly and thrown into 
a 
Senate-Assembly 
Confer­ 
ence Committee dominated by 
Democrats. 
The 
committee 
agreed to increase the sum 
by $30 million to $46 million. 
The 
committee 
increased 
from $5,000 to $10.000 the an­ 
nual income a senior citizen 
could have and still be eli­ 
gible for special property ax 
breaks. The sum currently is 
$3,350. 
Under the proposed addi­ 
tional relief, a senior citizen 
with an income of $1,000 a 
year would get 96 per cent of 
his property tax bill rebated 
to him. At $10,000, the rebate 
would be 6 per cent. 


Senator John 
H a r m e r, 
R-Glendale, 
GOP c a u c u s 
chairman in the Senate, told 
newsmen, 
“There 
will 
be 
enough Republicans to get the 
27 Senate votes 
needed 
to 
adopt the conference report.” 


Democrats outnumber Re­ 
publicans in both Houses by 
only a slim margin and vir­ 
tually any tax relief bill re­ 
quires a two-thirds vote. 


The $550 “mini” tax bill is 
needed, primarily, to balance 
a $310 million deficit in the 
current $6.7 billion state bud­ 
get. Most of the funds to do 
so would come from payroll 
withholding of the state in­ 
come tax. 
Additionally, the bill would 
provide $200 million for one- 
shot building construction and 
provide $23 million in busi- 
n e s s 
inventory tax 
relief 
Withholding alone would fur­ 
nish $470 million of the reve­ 
nue.

Nixon Urged to Refute Charge 
Of Red Plot in Child Care Bill 
Rehnquist Foes Face Deadline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
former administration educa- 
t i o n 
official today urged 
President Nixon to refute a 
conservative 
attack 
that 
claims a $1.5 billion child 
care bill pending in Congress 
is part of a Communist plot.

Prison Supt. 


Blames Riot 


On Leftists 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
—Supt. Vincent Mancusi of 
New York’s Attica prison said 
Monday the September riot 
which left 43 persons dead 
was inspired by “ Marxists or 
the far left” both on the in­ 
side and the outside. 
In his opening statement, 
Mancusi said many prison 
problems could be handled if 
“ agitators 
and 
troublema­ 
kers” could be isolated in a 
separate facility. He asked 
state 
officials 
to 
transfer 
some inmates he considered 
agitators about two monrhs 
before the rebellion but was 
refused and, they were “ vi- 
sible” during the riot. 
Mancusi, who claimed in­ 
mates committed to Attica in 
recent years “ were indicative 
of social unrest outside” ad­ 
ded: 
“ There is a definite move­ 
ment throughout our country 
to break down some of our in­ 
stitutions. We have seen this 
at our universities and in our 
penal institutions. 
“ When the time was prop­ 
itious to strike, it was not 
spontaneous. They were or­ 
ganized to achieve this.-’ 
An estimated 1,000 of the 2,- 
200 inmates in Attica rioted 
Sept. 9, taking several guard­ 
as hostages. Police stormed 
the prison Sept. 13 to regain 
control but 32 inmates and 11 
corrections personnel died in 
the uprising. 
Mancusi said state correc­ 
tions commissioner Russell G. 
Oswald took charge of the si­ 
tuation after the second day 
adding “ I personally do not 
favor negotiating with priso­ 
ners who are holding hos­ 
tages.”

The 12-man Judiciary Com­ 
mittee majority wrote a 40-

recommending 
Rehnquist be confirmed. The 
report dealt with the principal

Ariz., lawyer now serving as 
an assistant attorney general. 
There was no opposition to 
Powell and the report on him 
ran six pages. It was mostly 
a review of his accomplish­

not known at present whether 
underground parking would 
be feasible. He added, “ they 
want to do it and they intend 
to do it, but it depends on 
economics.”

The agreement, said E. J. 
Gaulding, a planning com­ 
missioner, “ provides no gua­ 
rantees, no assurances and 
many traps.” 
Gaulding contended the sale 
of redevelopment bonds and 
loan would not provide suf­ 
ficient funds to avoid borrow­ 
ing from the city’s generol 
fund. 
“ Jay, you’ve spoken to this 
council many times and this 
is the first time that I’ve 
heard you get up where you 
know absolutely nothing of 
what you were talking about,” 
Bryant said during an ex­ 
change with Gaulding. 
“ There’s not a nickel of 
your taxes that’s going into 
this redevelopment project,” 
Bryant said. “ We will not en­ 
ter into a development unless 
we’re assured that the incre­ 
ment taxes coming back are 
equal to or greater than the 
amount that we have to pay 
off the bonds.” 
“ Anyway you look at It, it 
is taxpayers’ money,” Gauld- 


ing said and explained what 
he meant. 
Ed Harrison figured the 
city so far has spent $294,686 
for redevelopment, 
adding, 
“ this money came out of the 
general fund which is sup­ 
ported by the taxpayers.” 
“ If I remember correctly,” 
Harrison continued, “ the Po­ 
mona Development Co. prom­ 
ised some time ago to match 
the $500,000 bid by Coldweil 
Banker Co. and another outfit 
for the city hall property. 
What happened to that deal?” 
No one offered an answer.

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Tbe 
Senate has passed its version 
of a Congressional Reappor­ 
tionment Plan while a two- 
House conference committee 
attempts to negotiate a legis­ 
lative redistricting proposal. 
The Congressional Reappor­ 
tionment Plan basically in­ 
creases California’s 
delega­ 
tion in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives 
from 38 to 
43, 
creates a new black seat in 
Los Angeles and forces Rep. 
Paul N. McCloskey to run in 
an unfamiliar district or one 
with a heavy Democratic reg­ 
istration. 
On a 24-6 vote, the Senate 
Monday approved its Con­ 
gressional Redistricting plan 
and sent it to the Assembly, 
where 
the 
lower 
House’s 
reapportionment 
committee 
endorsed a similar proposal. 
The legislature is attempt­ 
ing to resolve reapportion­ 
ment and taxes so it can ad­ 
journ its 
1971 
session 
on 
Thursday. 
The only major difference 


between the two congressional 
plans, according to Senate 
Reapportionment 
Chairman 
Mervyn Dymally, involves the 
city of Torrance. 
Under Dvmally’s plan, Tor­ 
rance would be in the district 
of Democratic Rep. Charles 
Wilson, while under the As­ 
sembly version it would be in 
the proposed new black dis­ 
trict.

POM'ONA — City officials 


heaved a sigh of relief upon 


learning of a California Su­ 


prem e Court ruling Monday 


Upholding t>'e constitutionality 


of a F resi.j utility tax similar 
to Pom ona’s. 
The high court rejected an 
argum ent by plaintiff Sophie 


Rivera that the Fresno city 
te.x 
on 
telephone, 
gas 
and 
electric services involved re­ 
gulation 
of 
public 
utilities, 
which is a state function. 
T h e 
unanimous 
decision 
said that such a utility tux is 
“ substantially different” from 
the statewide sales tax sys­ 
tem and is therefore valid. 


Pomona, since 1969, has le­ 
vied a utility consumption tax 
on gas, electricity, telephone 
service and water. Last April, 
its validity was challenged in 
a class action suit filed in Po­ 
mona Superior Court. 
At present, the Pomona tax 
raises an estimated $1 million 
in revenue annually. 


According to United Press 
International, some 40 cities 
in the state have similar util­ 
ity taxes. 
City Atty. Robert C. Gus- 
taveson said he planned to 
ask for dismissal of the suit 
against the city after he has 
been officially notified of the 
court’s ruling.

The suit challenging the loc­ 


al tax was filed by the Clare- 


ir.ont law firm of Hafif and 
Shernoff cn behalf of Joe B.

Pomona City Council 
imposed a 5 per cent utility 
consumption tax in September 
1969 and the following year, 
raised it to 6 per cent.

For Criminals 


A national magazine recently pictured the travail 
ol residents of the country’s biggest city, showing 
how they have been forced literally to imprison 
themselves in their apartments behind barred win­ 
dows and double-, or triple-or quadruple-locked doors. 
Even so, most ol them have experienced break-ins 
despite their most elaborate precautions. 
At about the same time, a newspaper in the same 
city described the problems of 1he residents of one 
fashionable street in the East 70s — specifically, the 
problem of finding parking spaces for their cars, as 
well as finding the cars themselves if they were left 
unwatched for any length of time. 
New York, fortunately, is unlike any other place 
in the country. Yet the crime problem its citizens 
must contend with, while larger than that of any 
other city simply because New York is larger, is the 
same kind of crime problem more and more Ameri­ 
cans are beginning to worry about and to know 
first-hand, even in small towns. 
And there is a very startling truth which can be 
read between the lines in both these articles: 
Just as there must be two dishonest people for 
any confidence game to work — the eon man and 
his greedy victim — those who pillage apartments 
or steal cars or hijack trucks or rob stores would be 
stuck with their goods, which they really have no 
use for, were there not someone willing to buy their 
merchandise at an attractive discount. 
For instance, one of the car owners in the news­ 
paper article had two hubcaps stolen. He was advis­ 
ed to let it be known that he was in the m arket for 
two replacements, and he would have done so ex­ 
cept that he was atraid that thieves would steal his 
two remaining hubcaps and try to sell them back to 
him. 
Unlike confidence-game-crime, however, there is 
usually a third party involved in robbery and bur­ 
glary 
the fence, who is the middleman between 
the criminal and the supposedly honest c itizen. 
Throw in crooked cops, incompetent judges and 
revolving-door prisons and you have the ingredients 
of what is called the “crime problem.” 
How much simpler it would be if all we had to 
worry about were the criminals. 


The Right to Know? 


Not So! 


Hundreds of foreign scientific journals are routine­ 
ly “snitized” by Kremlin censors. 
So charges Russian bioc hemist Z. A. Medvedev in 
“The Medvedev Papers,” a book published in Bri- 
tian and soon to be printed in this country. 
A prime example is “Science,” the magazine4 of the4 
American Association for the 
Advancement of 
Science. 
The censors clip out articles, he says, or paste an 
advertisement over undesirable portions of the text. 
They purge the table of contents to offensive titles 
(but often forget to delete them from the quarterly 
index). 
The doctored issues are then photoc opied and sent 
to libraries and subscriber's, as much as seven 
months late. Sometimes entire issues are sup­ 
pressed. 
Interestingly, the bulk of the censored material is 
not about science but is found in the magazine’s 
“News and Comment” section, whose articles are 
often highly critical of U.S. government policy. 
These are censored, Medvedev reasons, because 
the4 Soviet authorities don’t want their scientists to 
know how green the grass is on the other side of the 
Iron Curtain. In Russia, he says, scientists are kept 
ignorant of the government science budget and are 
not allowed to discuss it. 
Russisan scientists are not without power, how­ 
ever. The Kremlin tried to silence Medvedev by 
diagnosing him as a schizophrenic and putting him 
in a mental institution, but his imprisonment brought 
suc h an outcry from other scientists that he was 
released.

Japan Shies 
Away From 


Militarism 


TOKYO — The world’s oc­ 
casionally voiced fears that a 
new militarism might arise in 
Japan are well understood by 
the Japanese. But the weight 
of evidence against the ptos- 
pect seem s overwhelming. 
When I talked with H. E. 
Naomi 
Nishimura, 
director 
general of the 
Self-Defense 
Agency, his convincing sensi­ 
tivity to these fears w as the 
dominant impression. The re­ 
alistic 
Japanese 
are 
them­ 
selves never without memory 
of their old World War II 
im age. 
There is some feeling here 
that, even if trained manpo­ 
wer were needed to help an 
Asian neighbor in a natural 
disaster, no uniformed Japa­ 
nese could be sent to foreign 
soil. 
Moreover, the pacifism in 
this country is real, em brac­ 
ing all age segm ents. Japan’s 
270,000-man defense force is 
not admired here at home, 
and recruiting is difficult. 
P o p u l a r anger lingered 
months 
after 
a 
Japanese 
fighter plane collided with a 
com m ercial 
aircraft, 
killing 
more than 160. A formation of 
fighters w as supposed to do a 
“ fly-by” over Tokyo during a 
recent defense force review. 
It was called off on account 
of “sm og.” In fact, the skies 
that 
day 
were 
brilliantly 
clear. 
Nishimura offered new as­ 
surances that Japan’s self-de­ 
fense posture is to continue 
totally nonnuclear. 
The country’s ground force 
of 180,000 is frozen at that le­ 
vel. 
Expansion 
plans, 
in­ 
tended to keep defense ex­ 
penditures at roughly one per 
cent of the nation’s Gross Na­ 
tional Product, involve only 
the navy and the air force 
( f a i r l y well-stabilized 
at 
around 1.000 planes). 
Nishimura said in interview 
that there can be no early 
change in Japan's established 
reliance upon the U.S. nucl­ 
ear umbrella and its Pacific 
forces stationed in Japan and 
Okinaw'a. 
But this dependence, while 
accepted 
as 
necessary 
by 
countless 
practical-minded 
Japanese, is deeply resented 
by many. Few in this world 
like being on the receiving 
end in a big-protector relation­ 
ship. 
Then, of course, there are 
the radical students and po­ 
litically-minded labor unions. 
The newest street-theater riot­ 
ing and work stoppages show 
again how tough it is for Ja­ 
pan to approve the pact res­ 
toring its control over Oki­ 
nawa but allowing us to keep 
bases there. 
T h e s e resentments, with 
their obvious political impact, 
are used by the Japanese to 
justify saying “no” to Ameri­ 
can urgings that they take on 
a 
larger 
share 
of 
defensa 
costs in the Western Pacific. 
The 
radicals’ 
anti-Ameri­ 
canism is old stuff, noisy but 
of little real concern in this 
capital. 
More worrisom e is 
the 
growth 
of 
this 
feeling 
a m o n g 
others, 
especially 
since the “ Nixon shocks” on 
e c o n o m i c policy and his 
planned 1972 visit to Peking. 
What burns som e influential 
Japanese is the sense of ine­ 
quality which the President’s 
surprise laid upon them.

Too Tax-Free? 


One of the basic factors in California’s property 
tax problem is the tax-free status given certain in­ 
stitutional holdings. The welfare exemption originally 
was intended to exempt small portions of property 
devoted to purely religious, hospital, or charitable 
purposes, and there remains major support for con­ 
tinuation of that status. 
As ihings go in government, however, original 
purposes become blurred or distorted over the 
years, product mg results far removed from those 
intended. For example, as the chairman of the State 
Board ol Equalization, Richard Nevins, has just re­ 
ported, during last year alone1, there was a whopp­ 
ing $1.01 million increase In Clatfomia’s tax-free» in­ 
stitutional property. This is nearly double the value 
increase of other properties in the state, 
Ov«t the past 10 years the overall institutional 
exemption has jumped from $82 million to $349 mil­ 
lion, a 326 per cent jump, This was caused in pait 
by legal decisions expanding the scope oi 
the 
exemption far beyond boundaries originally con­ 
templated. 
At id that, Nevins feels, indicates a reasonable 
need for legislative study—and clarification—of the 
state’s present welfare property tax exemption po- 
lieies, and enactment of “more stringent guidelines 
lor qualilication.” 


A s m o s t taxpayers will agn e, anything t h a t will 
min.e tax< s more equitable is worth trying for.

Lyndon Johnson is $1.2 mil­ 
lion 
richer 
for 
selling 
his 
presidential 
memoirs 
while 
Daniel Ellsberg faces a pos­ 
sible 
jail 
term 
for 
giving 
away a different version of 
the sam e story. 
LBJ’s book, “The Vantage 
Point,” contains a 
detailed 
account of precisely the facts 
which 
government 
lawyers 
contended would imperil the 
national security if published 
in the Pentagon Papers. 
T h e government’s claim 
was made during the trial of 
its suit to halt publication of 
the Pentagon Papers by the 
Washington 
Post. The 
trial 
was conducted, in large part, 
behind closed doors. 
During one of these secret 
sessions, Judge Gerhard Ge- 
sell asked the government to 
specify which information in 
the secret documents would 
most jeopardize the Republic. 
In 
response, 
the 
govern­ 
ment cited 
the 
account 
of 
"Operation M arigold,” an un­ 
successful 1966 peace initiat­ 
ive. 
The 
Pentagon 
Papers 
told how the U.S. had sounded 
o u t 
H a n o i 
about 
peace 
through a Polish diplomat. 
Thus the government, in the 
nam e 
of 
national 
security, 
sought 
desperately 
to 
sup­ 
press the story of “Operation 
M arigold.” Yet the full story 
was published, complete with 
the top-secret details in LBJ’s 
ponderous book. 
Ellsberg has now been in­ 
dicted for making the Penta­ 
gon Papers public. The gov­ 
ernment is also trying to pin 
conspiracy 
charges 
on 
the 
New York Tim e’s Neil Shee­ 
han and his wife, who helped 
prepare 
the 
documents 
for 
publication. 
Johnson, meanwhile, is rid­ 
ing high on his ranch. 


LBJ’s Secret Papers 


What’s more, LBJ is sitting 
on what may be the biggest 
collection of classified papers 
ever assem bled by one man. 
Shortly before leaving office, 
Johnson ordered government 
departments to produce ex­ 
haustive material for a histo­ 
ry of his administration. He 
personally hounded 
subordi­ 
nate-, for all their working pa­ 
pers, 
Joe 
Califano, 
a 
top 


Johnson 
aide, 
was 
put 
in 
c h a r g e 
of 
the 
m assive 
research project. 
Five years 
earlier, 
when 
Johnson took over the admin­ 
istration, he insisted that the 
outgoing 
Kennedy 
officials 
leave their important papers 
behind. 
Yet Johnson, upon his de­ 
parture, took with him every 
important document he could 
get his hands on. Even the se­ 
cret 
hotline 
m essages 
the 
White House had exchanged 
with the Kremlin were carted 
off to Texas. 
Johnson used these papers, 
which of course 
were pre­ 
pared at taxpayer expense, to 
put together his book. He was 
assisted 
by 
a 
government 
staff, 
which 
the 
taxpayers 
provide an ex-President. 
Once the manuscript was 
written, in large part at pub­ 
lic expense, Johnson shopped 
it around and got publishers 
bidding against 
each other. 
He ended up with a stagger­ 
ing $1.2 million advance from 
Holt, Rinehart & Winston. 
Johnson then pulled another 
fa^t one. To encourage other 
contributors, he had offered 
to put up money out of his 
own pocket for the library he 
has 
built 
to 
commemorate 
himself. He arranged for the 
book advance to flow through 
a tax-free foundation into the 
library as his share of the 
cost. Thus the 
$1.2 
million 
benefitted LBJ without cos­ 
ting him a cent in taxes. 
Meanwhile, 
he 
has 
now 
stashed his huge collection of 
publicly prepared documents 
in his memorial library. 


In all, Johnson has pulled 
an 
extraordinary 
coup. 
He 
has made money by revealing 
information which the govern­ 
ment claim s is a danger to 
the nation. 


And he revealed it in the 
most self-serving fashion. So 
he not only made a boodle off 
the book, hut he extolled his 
own record in the process. 


Both Lyndon Johnson and 
Daniel Ellsberg made public 
secret 
documents, 
i-nduding 
som e of the sam e documents 
about the Vietnam War. John­ 
son quoted only the selected 
passages lliat m ade him look 


good. 
Ellsberg released un­ 
censored 
documents, 
which 
gave 
an 
objective, 
unvar­ 
nished account of the war. 


Johnson collected $1.2 m il­ 
lion; Ellsberg could go to jail.

Population Boom 


The population w as 142 m il­ 
lion people in 1946, is more 
than 207 million at present, 
and the indications are that 
the total will be in excess of 
300 million by the year 2000. 
Usually population gains run 
ahead of the rate of increase 
in production and economic 
improvement, and the stan­ 
dard of living 
drops. 
This 
hasn’t happened in the United 
States. The gain of 46 per 
cent in population since 1946 
has been accompanied by a 
rise in production of 138 per 
cent. 
Americans today are better- 
fed, get better incom es and 
live in better houses — which 
are 
better 
equipped 
wiih 
household appliances, such as 
refrigerators 
and 
washing 
m achines — than a 
gener­ 
ation ago. Length of life is on 
an average four years longer, 
due to the advance made in 
m edical science. 


The pay of the workingman 
is much higher than it was 25 
years ago. Im mediately after 
the second World War, the 
average weekly w age in man­ 
ufacturing was 43.32 dollars. 
The figure now is 143.64 dol­ 
lars. The annual personal in­ 
com e per capita before taxes 
in 1946 was 1,264 dollars. At 
present it is 4,178 dollars — 
an inc rease of 2,914 dollars a 
year. 


Prices have, 
to be sure, 
gone up along with earnings. 
But, even in term s of today’s 
prices, the 1946 paycheck of a 
manufacturing 
worker 
with 
three dependents 
that 
w as 
worth 
89.54 
dollars, 
after 
taxes, has been boosted by 
w age 
increases to 
a 
point 
where its buying power is 
124.59 dollars — a rise of 39 
per cent. 


The number of persons em ­ 
ployed has grown from 55,- 
250,000 in 1946 to 79,525,000. 
This represents a 44 per cent 
expansion. The effect on pro­ 
duction has been even great­ 


er. The country’s total out­ 
put, at today’s prices, was 
445.2 billion dollars in 1946. In 
the third quarter of 1971, total 
output was running at 1,059 
billion dollars a year — a 
gain of 138 per cent in 25 
years. The per capita output 
in 
term s 
of 
today’s 
prices 
has soared from 3,149 dollars 
in 1946 to 5,109 dollars in 1971 
— an upward thrust of 62 per 
cent. These figures take infla­ 
tion into account. 


Home ownership is a sig­ 
nificant 
indication 
of 
what 
has happened. When 
World 
War II ended, 20 million fa­ 
m ilies 
owned 
their 
homes. 
T h a t 
figure 
has 
nearly 
doubled to approximately 40 
million. 


About 90 million television 
sets in American homes give 
fam ilies a form of entertain­ 
m ent that was unknown to 
past generations. There is the 
sam e abundance of refrigera­ 
tors and washing machines as 
well as home freezers. Other 
modern boons such as clothes 
dryers and air conditioners 
can be found in millions of 
homes. 


People nowadays take all 
these advantages for granted, 
and the younger groups tend 
to assum e that these “ neces­ 
sities” 
have 
always 
been 
available. They don’t realize 
that only 25 years ago hardly 
half of the nation’s fam ilies 
owned an automobile. Today 
about 80 per cent have at 
least one car. There are more 
than 100 million vehicles — 
passenger 
cars, 
buses 
and 
trucks — in operation. 
Al­ 
though traffic congestion has 
produced new problems and 
danger on the highway has ri- 
s e n , a u t o m o t i v e trans­ 
portation 
has on the whole 
been 
beneficial. 
More 
and 
more is being done to im ­ 
prove safety standards. 


Spread of Wealth 


There has been a 
wider 
spread of the nation’s wealth 
as wages and salaries have in­ 
creased. Investors have also 
gained. The American is sav­ 
ing lots more money than ever 
before. The total value of sav­ 
ings accounts went up from 59 
billion dollars in 1946 to 448.3 
billion in 1971. The value of 
checking 
accounts doubled— 
from 49 billion to 118 billion 
Insurance protection is nearly 
six 
tim es 
what 
it 
w as 
25 
years ago. 


M a n y suburban comm u­ 
nities have been developed. 
Farming areas have become 
economic factors of import­ 
ance. 


There are dozens of other 
advances 
that 
have 
been 
made in the last 25 years. It 
has been an era of progress 
for

people 
— 
un­ 
matched anywhere else in the 
world.

Article Misleading 


On Content of Eggs

DEAR DR. LAMB - En­ 
closed is a recent article from 
a trade publication from the 
egg industry. Can you please 
comment on it? You have 
stated many times the impor­ 
tance of not eating too many 
eggs. After reading this ar­ 
ticle, what do you say? 
Dear Reader— The article 
you enclosed is very mislead­ 
ing and full of half-truths. 
To illustrate the misleading 
nature of the article, consider 
the statement that eggs con­ 
tain a 2-to-l ratio of unsatu­ 
rated fat to saturated fat and 
that this 
ratio 
has

proved to be effective in lo­ 
wering 
cholesterol 
in 
the 
blood. The intent here is to 
lump all unsaturated fats to­ 
gether. The American Heart 
Asijn., and indeed the Inter- 
Society Commission for Heart 
Disease (reporting December, 
1970), has pointed out that, of 
the unsaturated fats (monoun­ 
saturated 
and 
polyunsatu­ 
rated), the poly-unsaturated 
fats are the ones thought to 
be beneficial in lowering cho­ 
lesterol — not monounsatu- 
rated fat.

U.S. 
Department

Agriculture analysis of eggs 
proves that eggs have only 5 5

Neither of these fats is benefi­ 
cial in lowering cholesterol.
